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GW PRESIDENT TRACHTENBERG TO AWARD TWO PRESIDENT’S MEDALS 

TO EDUCATION SCHOLARS 

Fudan University President Wang Shenhong and Carnegie Foundation President 

Lee S. Shulman to Receive GW’s Highest Honor at Graduate School of Education 

Centennial Convocation 

WASHINGTON — Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, president of The George Washington 
University, will award President’s Medals to Wang Shenghong, president and professor at Fudan 
University, People’s Republic of China, and Lee S. Shulman, president of The Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching, Stanford, Calif, at a special convocation to 
celebrate the Graduate School of Education and Human Development’s (GSEHD) 100th 
anniversary on October 15. 

“It is an honor to recognize two individuals that exemplify superior scholarship and 
demonstrate the increasingly global diversity of higher education,” said Trachtenberg. “Along 
with Dean Mary Futrell, and Presidents Wang and Shulman, I congratulate the school on 100 
years of academic excellence.” 

Since 1988, Wang Shenghong has been president and professor of engineering at Fudan 
University. He holds a degree from Shanghai University of Science and Technology and also 
studied at Purdue University and the University of Arizona. Wang’s research interests include 
the structural design of precision radar tracking, radio telescopes, and large-scale antenna 
systems, as well as the intricacies of computation mechanics. He has led a variety of research 
projects in the structural and design fields. 

Shulman is involved in ongoing research that supports changes in the culture of higher 
education by exploring the concepts of “teaching as community property” and the “scholarship 
of teaching” in support of changes in the culture of higher education. Between 1985 and 1990, he 
and his colleagues performed field studies that led to the establishment of the National Board for 
Professional Teaching Standards, considered today to be the highest measure of professional 
development in the teaching profession. 

Established in 1988, The George Washington University’s President’s Medal is the 
highest honor awarded by the president of the University. The President’s Medal recognizes the 
distinctive achievements of each recipient. Past medal recipients include Peruvian President 
Alejandro Toledo; Vaclav Havel; Romanian President Ion Iliescu; Mikhail Gorbachev; President 
of Georgia Mikheil Saakashvili; Walter Cronkite; and Abba Eban.

On July 30, 2004, 
Westendorp y Cabeza was appointed ambassador of Spain to the United States.

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GW MANAGEMENT SCIENCE PROFESSOR SHIVRAJ KANUNGO AND IBM COLLEAGUE 
PUBLISH BOOK TO HELP READERS ENHANCE IT QUALITY THROUGH CMMI PROCESS 

Book Demonstrates Value of Software Tool to Reduce Risks and Increase Efficiency 

WASHINGTON - Information technology (IT) is among the most global products of the modem era. 

Intense competition has led to product life cycles that are measured in weeks and months rather than in years. In 
response to this challenge, Shivraj Kanungo, an associate professor of management science at The George 
Washington University School of Business, and Asha Goyal, vice president of quality at IBM Global Services 
India, have written CMMI Implementation: Embarking on High Maturity Practices. Capability Maturity Model 
Integration (CMMI) is a powerful maturity assessment tool pioneered by scientists in the Indian IT sector to 
substantially reduce the risks associated with projects as well as increase the efficiency and quality of IT 
deliverables. 

Recently made available to U.S. audiences by the Indian/U.S. publisher Tata McGraw-Hill, the book 
explains in a straightforward manner what it means to operate in a high maturity (Levels 4 and 5) environment. 

The book demonstrates how to view CMMI Level 5 as an important step in providing timely cost-effective and 
defect-free software to customers and how this framework allows users to set ambitious quality targets for the 
future. The book includes diverse examples to demonstrate the nature of high maturity practices. Sample 
templates, process descriptions, analytical techniques with examples and reporting formats also are provided. 

The authors are recognized experts in the IT field. Kanungo conducts research, teaches, and consults on 
topics in decision support systems and operations management at GW. Kanungo joined GW’s faculty in 2001 
after a seven-year tenure at the Indian Institute of Technology - Delhi, where he held the Dalmia Chair for 
Management of Information Technology. While in India he pioneered the IT management specialization and 
helped to establish two world-class laboratories: Baan Laboratory for Excellence in Enterprise Applications and 
the Acer Competency Laboratory. 

Goyal is vice president of quality at IBM Global Services India. She earned a Ph.D. in computer science 
from the Indian Institute of Technology - Kanpur, and is a winner of the “Technologist of the Year 2004 
Award,” conferred by the National Women of Color, U.S. A. She has more than 30 years of software 
development and services delivery experience with India’s leading IT companies.

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GW’S STUDENT VOICES PROJECT RECEIVES $25,000 GRANT FROM 
THE HERB BLOCK FOUNDATION 


Project Seeks to Increase Participation of D.C. High School Students in Civic Activities 

WASHINGTON - The George Washington University School of Media and Public Affairs’ 
Washington, D.C. Student Voices Project is the recipient of a $25,000 grant from The Herb Block Foundation. 
The funds, distributed from the “Encouraging Citizen Involvement” program, will be used to continue the 
ongoing youth participation in and awareness of government and community affairs and their effect on 
individuals in the District of Columbia. 


“We are pleased that The Herb Block Foundation has chosen to support our work in directly 
connecting District high school students to the political process,” said Barbara Frank, Student Voices Project 
director. “This grant will help to ensure our long-term stability as we address the growing problem of a 
civically disengaged youth.” 

The aim of D.C. Student Voices, now in its third year in District high schools, is to increase youth 
participation in civil society. This curriculum-based program teaches students how to understand and speak 
out about community and city-wide issues and how to get engaged in the local political process. They 
participate in forums, talk to local leaders and advocates in the classroom, and develop projects designed for 
hands-on learning. D.C. Student Voices is part of a nationwide civics education program initiated in 1999 by 
the Annenberg Public Policy Center at the University of Pennsylvania with funding from the Annenberg 
Foundation. D.C. Student Voices works with approximately 800 high school students each year in 17 public 
and private schools across the city. 

“This award recognizes the hard work of the D.C. Student Voices staff, the participating teachers, and 
the students involved,” said Sean Aday, assistant professor for media and public affairs and principal 
investigator for the D.C. Student Voices Project. “The grant will allow us to continue helping kids see the 
relevance of the political process and teach them how to get involved so they can be involved citizens and 
future voters.” 


The Herb Block Foundation is committed to defending the basic freedoms guaranteed to all 
Americans, combating all forms of discrimination and prejudice, and improving the conditions of the poor and 
underprivileged through the creation or support of charitable and educational programs with the same goals.
